The central California 
crop is running medium to large 
sizes, while southern California val- 
eneias will run heavily 200 's t;o 252 's 
thruout the season. Prices on this 
year's Valencia crop should be ex- 
tremely 
favorable, and 
combined 


with the navel crop the season should 
be a record-breaker." 


The quality of the southern valen- 


cias are well above the average and 
the fruit promises to be quite free 
of wind and other scars. Valencias 
should run very high in grade, ac- 
cording to Mr. King. During May, 
shipments 
of Exchange valencias 


will go forward at about 1000 cars 
per week. 
It was estimated that there were 


about 2750 cars of navels and mis- 
cellaneous varieties to be shipped 
after April 15. All Florida fruit will 
be off the trees at this date and. it is 
reported that small quantities of or- 
anges and grapefruit are being put 
in storage, tho these should be 
promptly withdrawn because of the 
high prices they are now bringing. 


During the month of March, a 


comparison of Exchange and Florida 
oranges shows that Exchange Cali- 
fornia fruit outsold Florida $1 per 
box. For the same month last year 
tho Florida average was 30 cents be- 
low tho Exchange. 


The average size of Exchange na- 


vels for the week ending April 5 was 
144.6 as compared with 145.2 for the 
preceding week, and 235.4 for the 
same week a year ago. The average 
size on 64 cars of Exchange 'valencias 
shipped from central California was 
190.3, as compared with 159.6 for 
the same week last year.

POACHED EGGS AND BAM 
Sis eggs, six slices of cold ham, six 


rounds of slightly buttered toast, one 
cup canned tomatoes, one ounce of 
butter, pepper and salt. Put toma- 
toes in a saucepan with butter and 
pepper. Simmer until tho tomatoes 
are quite soft. Then rub thru a sieve 
and reheat the puree. Poach the eggs 
and just fry the slices of canned ham 
very lightly. Arrange the slices of 
toast on a dish, place a piece of ham 
on each, then a poached egg. Pour 
the tomato puree round and serve 
very hot.

A large freezer full of plain home 


made vanilla ice cream and good 
plain sponge cake corstitutes the 
most generally acceptable refresh- 
ments that you could offer to the 
little guests at your children's party. 


Summer is a far better time than 


winter to give a children's party if 
you live in the country or suburbs, 
because, you can give it outdoors. 
Tew houses arc large enough for a 
dozen or so eager, exuberant child- 
ren at a party. 


It is far better to give children 


too simple refreshments than too 
elaborate. And better to have them 
go home wishing that they had had 
more than with appetite impaired for 
a day or so. 


For some reason or other lemon- 


ade is tho usual summer beverage 
and ice cream the usual summer re- 
freshment—yet the two are not very 
compatible. Of course, children be- 
come thirsty, so be ready with cold 
•water and glasses—not ice water nor 
your best tumblers. 


In sending out invitations to a 


children's party or giving telephoned 
invitations be explicit as to the time 
for the party. Half past three or 
half past five are good hours, be- 
cause that does not interfere with 
nap time or with supper. 


A really sensible idea is to have 


a children's party including supper. 
Then it may extend to six or half 
past. To serve refreshments at five 
is, of course to rob a child of any 
desire for his milk supper when ho 
goes homo. If, therefore, you invite 
the children for supper you can serve 
milk and cereal or milk and bread 
and butter to all the children before 
they arc given their ice cream. It 
is really a wiser plan than to serve 
something sweet and then send 
them home with the edge of their 
supper appetite quite gone. 


HAM COOKED IN ORANGE JUICE 


Take center cuts of the best ham 


sliced three inches thick and rub on 
both sides with plenty of brown 
sugar, two cups of orange juice 
should be sprinkled over the slices, 
and they are then ready to be baked. 
For the first hour, the baking pan is 
covered, and then the cover is left 
off for 15 minutes. The slices are 
then placed on a hot platter and 
slices of pineapple, rolled in corn 
meal and fried in butter, are placed 
about them. The juice the ham was 
cooked in should be slightly thicken- 
ed as orange sauee. The mingled 
flavors of the delicious orange juice, 
ham and pineapple nre extremely 
tasty.

iiopes and expected fortunes of far 
too many embryo poulterers and the 
end is not yet. For a long time it 
seemed that this malady was the 
short way out for poultrymen. It is 
just as deadly now as it ever was, 
but well informed brooder operators 
have found that chicks well handled 
are not likely to fall prey to disease. 


The chick's digestive system is 


delicate at first. There are many 
things that can happen, any one of 
which may cause infection of these 
organs. 


Any condition that retards diges- 


tion, assimilation or the elimination 
of waste matter is certain to cause 
diarrhea in siji?i<? form. For instance, 
irreguhir heat, overheating or a chill 
during the period of incubation; a 
poorly ventilated nursery chamber 
while the hatch is on; a chill in the 
incubator, the brooder or the run; 
piling up in the brooder or the run, 
ausing first a sweat and then a chill; 
ton much food or bad combinations; 
absence of elements needed for prop- 
er nourishment, such as minerals, 
vitamins, amino acids, as well as car- 
bohydrates which are found in ten- 
der green feed, shell, grit, milk, egg 
yolks, cod liver oil, etc.; filthy water 
to 
drink; 
overcrowded 
brooder; 


moldy litter; no sunshine; 
insect 


pests and innumerable mishaps that 
'destroy normal chick comfort, are the 
things to combat.

to attribute our losses to "bad luck" 
instead of to their true cause, "bad

Be on the 
alert for symptoms: loss of appe- 
tite, sleepy chicks under the brooder, 
dullness, pale faces, rough feathers, 
loose droppings showing blood. 


The best safeguard for the brood 


is to feed Apex Coccidiosis Control 
40 per cent Milk Mash. Beginning 
the second week, feed control mash 
two days. For the night feed give 
as much grain as they have eaten 
mash during the day. Continue the 
control mash feed two days each 
week through the twelfth week. If 
Coccidiosis appears the control mash 
should be fed for longer periods than 
two days.

Keep the Fences Up— 


In a broad sense everyone in the United States is of alien 


descent. Even the Indians are of .a stock which, modern scien- 
tists believe, came from Asia by way of Bering Straits. When 
we speak of aliens, however, we mean not only the newcomers 
but also those who, altho they may have been in the country 
for years, live to themselves, retain their European language, 
habits, customs and point of view and do not assimilate with 
the rest of the people. 


Their children, born in America, speedily absorb the Amer- 


ican outlook on life. This may take two generations in the 
more congested foreign-language districts of the larger cities, 
but it is a safe generalization that the third generation of 
American-born are as good Americans as anybody. 


It is increasingly difficult, however, to Americanize the 


alien speedily. When the proportion of the old stock to the 
new was much higher than it is now, it was easier. It was 
easier, too, because the preponderance of immigration in the 
first half-century of our national life was of those who spoke 
the same tongue and so were not under the double handicap 
of having to learn at the same time a new language and new 
set of ideals and social standards. 


Except for a few short-sighted interests that would like to 


open the gates and let in a flood of cheap labor, there is no 
substantial opposition noticeable anywhere today to the re- 
striction of immigration on the basis of national quotas. Jt 
is only fair to those who are already here, which includes all 
of us, not to let the country be swamped by more newcomers 
in a given time than can be welded in a reasonable period into 
the mass which makes up the American people. 


There is no such a thing, however, as being too tolerant of 


the alien who comes here, not with the desire to become a 
good American but with the purpose of overthrowing Amer- 
ican institutions and Europeanizing this country. There is 
an active and world-wide movement, centering in Moscow, 
for the disruption of every government in the world. Its 
propagandists are perhaps less active in the United States 
than they are elsewhere, but there are too many of them here. 


We have developed a method of insuring life, liberty and 


the pursuit of happiness to our citizens which works better 
toward that end than the system in vogue anywhere in the 
world so far. We must demand of every new immigrant that 
he subscribe to and become a part of that system. If he does 
not, he is not a good American. If he tries to overturn'that 
system by any means but the legal one of voting at the polls, 


., Jjfeis worse than a bad citizen; lie is an enemy of the nation, 


The Cost of War— 


We are accustomed to think of war only in terms of the 


loss of life and of property while the conflict is still raging. 
But there are other costs which continue for generations after . 
the fighting is over. 


One of these is the cost of caring for the injured and dis- 


abled veterans and their dependents. The policy of the United 
States has always been a liberal one, and doubtless always 
will continue to be. It constitutes a burden upon the people, 
however, which is actually greater than any other single item--- 
of public expenditure. 


Another post-war item which runs on for years is the in- 


terest on the public debt created by war, the repayment of the 
principal of the money borrowed for war purposes. 


And after every war there is always, inevitably, such a 


continuance of the military spirit that the army and navy 
never get back to the same size and cost as before the war. 


The present cost of running the United States, counting 


federal expenditures alone, is $3,976,141,651 a year. These 
are the figures for the fiscal year which ends on June 30 this 
year. More than two-thirds of this stupendous total is cover- 
ed by the three post-war items of war costs enumerated above. 
Principal and interest on the public debt cost us $1,279,894,- 
100; care of veterans of former wars ran to $757,044,485; 
military and naval expenditures totalled $692,399,804. Those 
make a grand total of $2,729,338,389. 


That is what the last war is still costing us a year, nearly 


twelve years after it, was finished! Only a small proportion 
of these annual charges are on account of previous wars. 


"The American people should understand that current 


expenditures on strictly military activities of the army and 
navy constitute the largest military budget of any nation in 
the world today, and at a time when there is less real danger 
of extensive disturbance to peace at any. time in more than 
half a century." The words are President Hoover's. 


Is it any wonder that other nations, viewing these tremen- 


dous expenditures for war in time of peace, laugh up their 
sleeves at us when we protest that we are a peace-loving 
people ? 


It costs each man, woman and child in the United States 


about $31.66 a year to pay for running the national govern- 
ment. That is an average of about $168 a year per family. 
Out of this, $112.50 is to pay for war. 


That is why every effort to agree with other nations to 


reduce navies is important to every American citizen. That 
is why we cannot spend as much money as we should on new 
roads, improvement of waterways, the development of our 
national resources generally.

citrus fruit situation are increasing 
production of oranges and grape- 
fruit, with recent new plantings and 
large non-bearing acreages in a num- 
ber of countries pointing to contin- 
ued future expansion; an upward 
trend in consumption of both oranges 
and grapefruit, particularly grape- 
fruit, in the United States and the 
principal importing countries, and 
an apparently fairly stable lemon 
production situation, at a level, how- 
ever, that necessitates the use of a 
considerable proportion in the manu- 
facture of byproducts. 
'' Increasing production and export 


of oranges in the southern hemis- 
phere, especially the Union of South 
Africa and Brazil, is regarded as of 
special significance to California Va- 
lencia producers, with whose fruit 
the southern hemisphere product 
competes on European markets. 


"There has been a large increase 


in the consumption of oranges in 
northwestern Europe in recent years 
Por capita consumption of citrus 
fruit in the United States is also on 
the increase. Per capita eonsump 
tion figures place Australia in th 
lead with, a consumption of approxi 
mately 23 pounds of oranges per per 
son annually; per capita 'eonsump 
tion in the Unitd States is 22 pounds 
and in the United Kingdom and Can 
ada 21 pounds. 
•Consumption in 


northwestern Europe ranges from 13 
pounds for Netherlands to 5 pound; 
for Sweden."

Federal Board 
Making Progress 


for Farm Aid 


Washington, D. C., April 24— 


In two years or so, President Hoover 
believes, the program of developing 
under the directions of the federal 
farm board will have begun to make 
a dent in tho agricultural situation 
in the United States. 


It takes time to build up any gen- 


uine business. It is the purpose of 
the farm board to cooperate with 
the farmers to build up solid mar- 
keting organizations, farmer-owned 
and 
farmer-controlled, 
which or- 


ganizations can give stability in 
their markets and eliminate waste 
in the marketing system which will 
preserve the initiative and character 
of the farmer apd the control of his 
products. 


Already the board has proceeded 


to the creation of such marketing 
organizations in cotton, grain, live- 
stock, wool, and some branches of 
the fruit industry, by consolidation 
of the chief cooperative marketing 
organizations in those lines into 
definite national organizations, the 
stock of which is subscribed by the 
cooperatives. 
Those organizations 


are already functioning and the 
farm board has loaned to them, for 
purposes of extending facilities for 
handling commodities, and for con- 


uct of their business upwards of 
150,000,000. 
As I have said, to build up these 
rganizations requires time, just as 
. took time to build up the U. S. 
teel Corporation with 40 per cent 
f the steel of the U. S., and just as 
ic U. S. Steel Corporation acts as 
buffer to maintain stability in the 
ieel business, so it is expected that 
lose marketing organizations will 
<:t as a buffer to maintain stability 
i each of the agricultural products. 
But it took years to build up per- 


onnel and organization, experience 
nd method in the steel corporation, 
'o go at it in any other fashion, 
without laying sound foundations, 
vould simply be a fly-by-night pre- 
ceding which would be of no perma- 
ent value to the farmer. 
Those ajid other reforms must be 


>rought about by the ownership and 
work of the farmers themselves. The 
agricultural marketing act places the 
)ower to do these things in tha far- 
ners' hands. 
Neither directly nor 


;hrougli the federal farm board does 
he government of the United States 
assume responsibility for the success 
of the new marketing system, or 
authority to say to any farmer or 
4'roup of farmers of any region or 
state what crops they shall grow, 
in what quantity, or what price they 
get for them. But through the eco- 
nomic control of marketing facilities 
made possible by the live hundred 
million dollars which the faim board 
io authorized to lend to properly or- 
ganized and properly managed far- 
mers' marketing organizations, farm- 
ers who unite to avail themselves of 
the financial backing thus made 
available will have an advantage 
over those who adhere to the old 
methods, competing with each other 
to sell their products. 


It is not to expected that every 


single farmer in the United States 
will join in these organizations. 
If 


they wore able to command the out- 
put of 40 per cent of the farmers' 
product, they would be in a position 
to stabilize the agricultural market. 
Many farmers will want to continue 
to sell their products through ex- 
isting agencies, but the competition 
of the solid farmer-owned organiza- 
tion with the existing individual 
agencies will undoubtly 
stimulate 


these existing agencies to greater 
service for the farmer. 


The agricultural marketing act is 


not a panacea for all the ill the 
fanner is heir to. If there were any 
such panacea it would have been 
discovered and applied long ago. 
But it is a long step toward the goal 
of putting the American farmer on 
an equal economic basis with the 
manufacturer and business men of 
the nation. 


In agriculture just as in manufac- 


ture, there must be an ultimate ad- 


competition that he must not dis- 
regard. 
The administration has ad- 


vocated high tariff on flax, soya 
beans, and other crops which might 
be adapted to replace wheat in these 
localities in competition with this 
new low-cost area. 


Much the same thing has happen- 


ed in cotton, which can now be pro- 
duced in large sections of Texas for 
under twelve 'cents a pound, whereas 
it costs upwards of 20 cents a pound 
in South Carolina, and the center of 
cotton production must sooner or 
later shift to Texas. South Carolina 
and other high-cost producing states 
must find some other commodity. 
Of vital importance in this con- 
nection is the President's view of 
a strong tariff protection for agri- 
cultural products, so as to give the 
American 
farmer 
the substitutes 


with which he can replace these 
great shifting commodities. 


Still further part of the Presi- 


dent's program is the development 
of inland waterways so as to give 
cheaper oulet to the markets. In- 
creased duties on agricultural prod- 
ucts are now assured by the tariff 
bill itself in conference where the 
duties have been fixed at minimums 
from both senate and house, so as to 
insure a strong increase. 
The presi- 


dent has increased 
appropriations 


so as to speed up construction of in- 
land waterways. More work will be 
done in 1930 in development of these 
waterways than in any previotys year 
in history. 


There is one phase of the recent 


situation which has not been well 
enough known. 
The great business 


slump which started with the stock 
crash in Wall Street, through its di- 
rect and direction action brought 
about a panic in the price of agri- 
cultural products. 
Such a panic in 


1922 caused a drop of 50 per cent in 
the price of tue things the farmer 
had to sell. 


The federal farm board by mak- 


ing large advances to the already 
established farm marketing organi- 
zations, has enabled them to pur- 
chase large quantities of wheat and 
to hold cotton owned by the members 
of the cotton cooperatives, and by 
this courageous and strong action 
stop the panic in, agricultural pro- 
duct. Had it not been done, wheat, 
according to the grain trade, would 
have touched 70 cents a bushel at 
Chicago. People have regained con- 
fidence and the tide has turned and 
the price of wheat is again $1.15, 
the drop in this national'slump be- 
ing not more than 10 or 15 per cent 
as compared to 50 per cent in 1922, 
and the situation is on the way to 
recovery so that the whole program 
is beginning to function and make 
progress. 


The outlook on the whole for agri- 


culture is in the long view optimis- 
tic, as the administration sees it. 
The movement from the farms to 
the towns 
cities is a natural

force operating for the be.nclit of 
those who continue to make farming 
their vocation. The steady increase 
in the nation 's population is prepon- 
deratingly in the cities. The gener- 
ally upward economic standard of 
living when maintained by increased 
buying power on the part of the peo- 
ple generally tends to enlarge the 
lumaud for farm products in all 
lines. And the various industrial en- 
terprises founded upon the utiliza- 
tion of farm wastes can bu reason- 
ably* expected to grow and provide 
an enlarging outlet for the farmer. 


We increase our consumers by 


1,500,000 a year, and wo are not in- 
creasing the amount of land brot 
into cultivation except in the very 
special case of wheat in the last few 
years. There are, broadly speaking, 
three classes of land from the agri- 
turul point of view. 


There are the completely unpro- 


ductive lands which do not enter in- 
to the equation at all, tne first-rate 
tillable lands, which can be made to 
produce crops economically, and the 
so-called marginal lands, on which 
crops can be grown, to be sure, but 
ony at a higher cost than on the 
best lands. 


The tendency in America has been 


to develop these marginal lands, on 
which the farmer operates under a 
handicap at best. l)uring the war 
acreage of marginal lands under cul- 
tivation was greatly increased. All 
of the signs point to the gradual 
abandonment 
of 
these 
marginal 


lauds, perhaps their reforestation, 
and the eoniining of agriculture to 
the first class farm land. And, with 
the exception of some comparatively 
small tracts which need only irriga- 
tion to put them in that class, all of 
the ready good farm land in the 
Uuiti'd States is under cultivation 
today. - There is no natural incen- 
tive, therefore, to the extension of 
agricultural operations but rather a 
strong pressure to curtail them. 


The tariff on farm products which 


will keep the virgin lands of the 
growing younger nations from com- 
peting in our home market will pro- 
duce prompt results in many lines, 
the president believes. We have been 
so long accustomed to think of the 
United States as a young nation, 
which it is by comparison with Eur- 
ojfe, that we overlook the much 
younger nations, in point of develop- 
ment, in tho southern hemisphere, 
and which are now the strongest 
competitors in the world markets 
for the agricultural staples. 


The dairy industry is an example 


:if agricultural operatic us which, have 
had the benefit of a high tariff for 


a bushel i» faced with the economic'several years. It is today in a high 


ly flourishing condition and is cap- 
able of considerable expansion. We 
are importing beef today, but it is 
the president's expectation that that 
will be remedied under the new tar- 
iff. Tho pork situation and that of 
fruits and vegetables may also bo 
expected to improve from the same 
cause. 


Tho method which has been adopt- 


ed for farm relief, the cooperative 
marketing system on a national scale 
and to include eventually all farm 
products, is not a revolution but an 
evolution. It did not originate with, 
President .Hoover, but is the result 
of the examination of facts by .him- 
self and many others over a period., 
of seven or eight years. It meets tSe. 
president 'a basic theories of govern- 
ment, which might be stated some- 
thing like this: 


Government to be effective must ia 


the long run be self-government. And 
no government can be permanently 
successful unless it is based upon 
facts. 


The program of farm relief under 


the agricultural marketing act is 
self-government in ?vory respect. The 
entire machinery is in the hands of 
the farmers themselves, with, only so 
much guidance and control from 
Washington as may be necessary to 
get the machinery properly set up 
and running smoothly. It will take 
management, and management of the 
most efficient kind, to get the new 
system into full operation and to 
keep it in operation. There is no 
magic in the fact that these national 
marketing corporations are farmer- 
owned. They require management 
just as much, as if they were owned 
by Wall Street. No great industry 
manages itself. But until the farm- 
ers of the country have been thoroly 
"sold" on the new plan, and have 
grasped the essential importance of 
sound management, Washington will 
have to keep its hands on the con- 
trol lever to a constantly lessening 
degree. 


The cooperative marketing idea is 


no novelty to tho American farmer. 
As the President pointed out in Ms 
message to Congress advocating jthe 
passage of the marketing act, coop- 
eratives owned by the farmers them- 
selves handled and sold for their 
members one-fifth in value of the to- 
tal agricultural production of the na- 
tion iu the 1928-29 season, $2,00,000,- 
000 out of a total of $12,500,000,000. 
Only one or two of these rfoopera- 
tives were organized on a national 
scale, however, so that their exist- 
ence was hardly known to the pub- 
lic. 
Washington knew all about 


them however, and knew which, ones 
had been most successfully managed. 


The work of the farm board has 


brot some bitter criticism from the 
grain dealers, who have objected to. 
the building up of farmer-owned or* 
ganizations of tlie type provided in 
the marketing act. They are proba- 
bly more scared than hurt. The 
whole organization has been created 
for the benefit of the farmer to 
bring about a great measure of farm 
relief. 


The act provides, for the protec- 


tion of elevator men and others, that 
if the marketing organizations wish 
to take over their business they must 
give adequate and proper compensa- 
tion*, etc. There is no tendency on 
the part of either the farmers or ths 
farm board to do injustice to any- 
body. The primary purpose is to 
build the farm up in strength ,so 


justment of production to demand. 
Fanners cannot go on producing a 
surplus any more than a maunfac- 
turer can go on producing a sur- 
plus and have expectations of find- 
ing a profitable market. Therefore, 
the farm board has taken up this 
question in its campaign to reduce 
both wheat and 'cotton acreage. 
In 


these two commodities there have 
been tremendous shifts in the last 
ten years. In wheat, the opening of 
the great semi-dry farming area of 
northern Texas, western Kansas and 
Nebraska, and application to it of 
large scale mechanical farming, has 
developed a wheat area where wheat 
can be produced and sold at a profit 
for somewhere around 75 cents a 
bushel. 


Due to discoveries iu mechanical 


devices, such as the combine and 
tractor, together with development 
of methods for retaining moisture, 
there has been created practicaly a 
new wheat-producing area in this 
territory and the expansion of wheat 
acreage in these localities has been 
greater than the expansion of Ca- 
nadian 
acreage. 
Therefore 
the 


farmer in a locality which, cannot 
produce wheat for less than $1.00 


thut the farmer controls the destiny 
of Iiis own crops. 


It is interesting to note the meth- 


od by which the farm board was se- 
lected that would truly represent the 
farmers themselves. As soon as the 
marketing act was passed, and even 
before, certain political farmers in 
Washington began to demand that 
none but dirt farmers, including 
themselves, should be appointed. 


Administration by emotion is as 


repugnant to the President as legis- 
lation by emotion. He wanted the 
facts. Telegrams were sent to sev- 
eral hundred of the leading agricul- 
tural cooperative associations asking 
direct questions—whether they thot 
the now law should be administered 
by men of experience in cooperative 
marketing of farmers' products and 
whether they should not also have 
a leading business man on the board. 
The unanimous reply was that that 
was exactly what was wanted. 


These cooperatives have been in 


business of marketing the products 
of their members long enough to 
know that the problems involved 
called for the highest kind of ability 
and acumen. The President then dis- 
patched telegrams to the various as- 
sociations asking them to suggest 
men who had this basis of experience. 
Five of tho men appointed to the 
board were the five who received 
tho largest number of recommenda- 
tions from the existing cooperative 
associations that wore themselves the 
actual representatives of the farm- 
ers. There had to be representatives 
fruin some sections of the country 
where there were not 
sufficiently 


strong cooperatives and the Presi- 
dent added to the board Alexander 
Legge, whom he induced to give up " 
tho presidency of the International 
Harvester company to become its 
chairman. 


The board is truly a farmers' 


board and its purpose is to build up 
farmer-owned, farmer-controlled or- 
ganizations for marketing the farm- 
ers' crops.

HEATERS USED BY RANCHER 


TO PROTECT SPRING BLOOM 


By JACK KLEIN 


in California Cultivator 


Perry Bashore at Covina had an 


dca last April that the cold nights 
vhich were predicted would not be 
of benefit to his orange trees, which 
were in blossom at the time, and 
might possibly harm the crop even 
;ho the temperature did not go so 
.ow as to actually hurt the trees, 
so when the thermometer reached 30 
degrees he lighted his heaters and 
srot the temperature up to 33 de- 
grees, where he held it until morn- 
.ng.- This was done for three nights 
during the unusual. cold spell; which 
was experienced last April;-.during 
which the growers 
of 
deciduous 


fruits in the state suffered severe 
loss. "While the orange growers did 
not believe that the low tempera- 
tures damaged their crops, it is prob- 
able that the light set of fruit this 
year was the result of the low tem- 
peratures at that time. In the light 
of the exceptionally heavy crop on 
the Bashore grove it is probable that 
this was the case. 


Mr. Bashore's orchard of ten acres 


is about equally divided between 
navels and valencias. Some of the 
trees are 28 years old and some were 
planted 18 years ago. The trees suf- 
fered severely during the cold win- 
ters of 1913, 1918 and 1922, and in 
1921 were damaged by burning from 
pest control so that their present 
vigor is the result of care during the 
"past few years. The grove is protect- 
ed by 60 citrus heaters to the acre 
and during the winter these are 
lighted whenever the frost alarm an- 
nounces that the temperature has 
fallen to 28 degrees. The heaters 
easily raise the temperature to 30 or 
31 degrees, where it is held constant 
even tho it falls much lower outside 
the grove. The cost of heating 'aver- 
ages about $40 a night for fuel and 
labor. 


Fertilizing has had considerable to 


do with 'the rejuvenation of the 
grove after the setbacks from the 
early freezes. 
Mr. Bashore is a 


heavy user of barnyard manure, with 
some commercial fertilizer in addi- 
tion. This year applied 300 pounds 
of alfalfa-fed 
horse manure and 


eight pounds of a combination of 
nitrogen and phosphates to the tree. 
He plants a cover crop each year, 
but just the reverse of the usual 
procedure in. that he raises a crop 
of velvet beans in the summer and 
cultivates in the winter. While this 
requires -the use of about one-fourth 
more water than he would use other- 
wise, he believes it pays. He says 
that winter cover crops keep his or- 
chard too cold, while the summer 
crop helps to hold the temperautre 
down by reducing reflection of the 
hot rays of the sun at the time the 
new crop is setting. The winter crop, 
when it is wet, makes orchard heat- 
ing a very disagreeable task. The 
cover crop is sown about June 1 and 
the orchard is irrigated every 14 
days until October 15, when the crop 
is disked under. The grove is fur- 
rowed for irrigating at that time and 
is plowed- deep in November to pre- 
pare for winter rains. Mr, Bashore 
says the bacteria and angle worms 
work more in the summer than in 
the colder weather and he gives the 
angle worms credit for the lack of 
plowsole in his orchard. The worms 
work the soil thoroly and and the 
water follows their holes and keeps 
the subsoil in good condition. 


The average crop for 1927 was 


eight boxes to the tree; for 1928,' 
five and a half boxes, and for this 
season, nine boxes on the navels and 
throe and a half boxes on the valen- 
eins. Each year the dead wood is 
pruned out and last November the 
trees were sprayed with lime sulphur 
and oil without any damage to the 
trees or fruit. 


ORANGE EXPORT SHIPMENTS 


SHOW SUBSTANTIAL GAINS 


Increase of more than 3000 per cent in six years in export ship- 


ments of California citrus fruits from California ports is reported 
by J. A. Steward, sales manager of the Mutual Orange Distributors. 


"Exports from a California port 


began in a small way in 1922," he 
states. "Before this, citrus fruit for 
export had gone via rail to New 
York or other eastern ports, to sail 
from there. 


"As soon as this transport from 


California was proved, the figures 
crept up. In 1924, 46,700 boxes went 
abroad; in 1925, 100,000 boxes; in 
1926, 207,000 boxes;, in 1927, 682,853 
boxes; in 1928, 300,937 boxes; in 
1929, 1,612,812 boxes. Thus, in 1929, 
exports of California citrus from 
California ports had grown more 
than thirty-fold over the shipments 
in 1924. 


"Out of this 1929 total of more 


than 1,600,000 boxes sent by all Cali- 
fornia sources, the M. O. D. shipped 
358,000 boxes. This aided to help the 
domestic markets in absorption of 
small sizes, as about 70 per cent of 
all our exports consisted of 288's 
and smaller. Our exports alone took 
240,000 boxes of 288's and smaller 
off thd domestic markets, and these 
small sizes found ready sale iff the 
United Kingdom and eleven other 
.foreign countries." 


Continuing to review the details 


of exports, Steward cites figures just 
released by Daniel J. Moriarty, food- 
stuffs division, United States depart- 
ment of commerce. This report shows 
increased value of exported oranges 
in 929 over 928 as $3,235,000; in- 


crease value of grapefruit, $716,000. 
The report states in part: 


"Canada is our principal foreign 


market for oranges, mostly Califor- 
nia fruit, and in 1929 took 3,600,000 
boxes as against 2,300,000 boxes in 
1928, and 2,600,00 boxes in 1927. The 
United Kingdom is our second for- 
eign market for oranges, taking 
1,40,000 boxes in 1929, as against 
150,000 boxes in 9128, and 600,000 
boxes in 1927. 


"The 
bulk of oranges into the 


United K.' jdom (in 1929) were from 
California. . . . A good portion 
were small-sized fruit 
and 


permitting many persons of low pur- 
chasing power to become acquainted 
with United States oranges for the 
first time."

takings of United States oranges in 
1929 
are, as set forth in the report:
